"We embarked on this 
venture following the 
results of a question¬ 
naire which went to 
every household in Mis¬ 
terton. 

"It canvassed views on 
what was needed in the 
village and this kind of 
event was highlighted. 

"We provide a home¬ 
made, two-course 
luncheon plus tea or 
coffee for just £5 a head.

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Lions start'new member' recruitment 


THE friendly faces of the Ilminster 
Lions are well-known at many local 
events as well as their own but hav¬ 
ing sadly lost some numbers in re¬ 
cent years and with the average age 
of the group rising, the time has 
come to open its arms to some new 
blood. 

The club is officially Ilminster and 
District Lions, as it draws its mem¬ 
bers from villages such as South 
Petherton and nearby Chard where 
there is no club. 

They would also like to welcome 
some women into the numbers, 
which it thinks will add a new dy¬ 
namic and bring some fresh fundrais¬ 
ing ideas to its busy group. 

President Peter Marshall, said: 
“The past two or three years has seen 
the club taking on not only more 
projects, but some our regular events 
like the summer fete, the charity road 
race and the Taunton Llower Show 
are getting bigger every year. 

“Often the club needs to draft in 
families and friends to temporarily 
increase our capability to do what is 
wanted. 

“The point has been reached where 
the club has decided to launch a 
drive to recruit new members. 

“We want to create a greater aware¬ 
ness of what Lions is about locally. 
Our desire is to be able to do more 
with local schools pre-schools and 
youth organisations to find youth 
leaders in service and young ambas¬ 
sadors. 

“Our aim is to be seen as a modern 
equal opportunities and forward 


thinking organisation. Doing so will 
help ensure a long term future for the 
club.” 

So what sort of people is the club 
looking for? Dave Case, the club 
membership secretary, answered: “I 
have been a club member for over 20 
years. In that time we have gone 
from inviting people to become 
members to more recently people 
asking if they can join Lions. 

“Current members live within a 10 
mile radius of Ilminster. Most are 
motivated by either a desire to put 
something back, or just help their 
community. 

“We want new members to bring a 
willingness to get involved, show 
initiative, bring ideas, be leaders and 
bring their energy with a willingness 
every now and again just to muck in 
to get a job done.” 

What kinds of things do Lions get 
involved in? Martin Smith, from 
Over Stratton, who heads up the 
club’s fund raising activity, com¬ 
mented: “Sometimes we have a very 
high profile with our summer fete, 
charity 10k and our soft toy stall; 
other times we work a bit in the 
background providing manpower to 
help an event happen. 

“Lor example at the recent 
Olympic Torch Relay through Ilmin¬ 
ster, when we were marshals, or the 
Taunton Llower Show where we 
man the gates. 

“Additionally, individual members 
often get involved in community 
projects like collecting used specta¬ 
cles and ink cartridges and arranging 


for them to be recycled or simply 
helping to man a village information 
centre. 

“In a year Lions will raise about 
£18,000, all of this goes on good 
causes, which can range from refur¬ 
bishment of care home accommoda¬ 
tion, donations for books for a school 
library, toys for a children’s play area 
at a hospital, special lamps for visu¬ 
ally impaired, help for individual 
cases, through to a signature project 
such as the provision of a major 
piece of equipment to a hospital.

WARREN House Woods in Hinton St George has 
been hailed as beacon of best practice by the Royal 
Forestry Society (RFS) after winning a top national 
award. 

Home to Ben and Diana Porter and their Classic 
Canes business, Warren House Woods won silver in 
the RFS Small Woodlands Awards. 

Presenting the awards at a special event at the 
Forestry Commission's National Arboretum on July 
5th, RFS President Nick Halsey said: "Our winners 
give everyone a target to aspire to and I hope their 
success will prove an inspiration. My hearty con¬ 
gratulations to them." 

Ben and Diana have shown how a small wood¬ 
land can become commercially viable when well 
managed. 

Judges said: "Generally speaking, we in forestry 
are very poor at marketing. We offer wood for sale 
in a number of ways but with a few exceptions that 
is about as far as it goes. We must do a lot better 
and people like Ben and Diana Porter can show us 
the way." 

Ben and Diana Porter bought the seven hectare 
Warren House Woods in 1978, restoring the ruined 
house as a family home and breathing new life into 


the woods. They have developed a coppicing sys¬ 
tem specifically for walking sticks and their Classic 
Canes business employs ten people and distributes 
walking sticks across 40 countries. 

The coppicing, a form of pollarding, has been de¬ 
veloped to accommodate the browsing habits of 
roe deer whilst ensuring a supply of high quality 
raw materials. 

Some large beech and ash trees are also grown as 
standards to maintain the feel of hardwood 
forestry. 

Ben is the incoming chairman of the Somerset 
and Dorset Division of the RFS and said: "We are 
able to show what can be done with a small wood¬ 
land that is managed for a specific purpose, devel¬ 
oping jobs and benefitting the local economy. 

"We regard the woodlands as a pension resource 
of rather greater value and potential than any other 
type of pension investment currently available!"

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Review | Concerts in the West, performance 
by Sebastian Muller and Nico de Villiers

WITHIN the genre of chamber music, a programme of 
violin sonatas - even if you include two of the world's 
greatest composers - may not have the same appeal 
as, say, an evening of string quartets or piano sonatas. 

German-born violinist Sebastian Muller and South 
African Nico de Villiers, who have already established 
a significant musical partnership in London, proved 
otherwise. In any case, audiences place their trust in 
Concerts in the West, now two-thirds through its sev¬ 
enth season, to engage young musicians who will 
provide thrilling programmes, whatever the genre. 

The evening began with Beethoven's G major 
Sonata (Op 30 No 3) the third in a set of three written 


in 1802, the year in which the composer set out, in a 
document known as the HeiligenstadtTestament, his 
stand against his deafness and isolation. 

Like the B flat major Sonata (K378) that followed, it 
was the central movements - slow in the case of 
Mozart and a measured minuet (very much so) in this 
performance, that held the audience's attention. Both 
musicians lavished special emphasis on them, draw¬ 
ing out their more private, inner intensity. By contrast, 
in the finales, Sebastian and Nico effortlessly captured 
the joy in Mozart, close to the brilliance found in the 
last movements of his piano concertos. In Beethoven, 
they recognised the composer's homage to Haydn's 


wit, and the outrageous key changes. 

For the second half we moved from Vienna to Paris 
for Cesar Franck's towering Violin Sonata of 1886, with 
its thoughtful, epigrammatic phrases and the inno¬ 
cence of the canonic treatment of the familiar melody 
of the finale. Both aspects were well judged. The often 
overwhelming writing for the piano (its tiered dy¬ 
namics sometimes reaching their climax too early) 
brought out the sense of the virtuoso in Sebastian's 
playing - and this was released further in the duo's 
encore, Bazzini's Paganini-influenced showpiece, his 
Scherzo fantastique, La ronde des lutins - The dance 
of the goblins. The audience went away very happy!

Gianluigi not such a buffoon 


W ITH the disappointment of the 
2012 Euro's now fast coming a 
distant memory, England look 
to qualify for the 2014 World Cup in 
Brazil, but do we really have much of a 
chance whilst we continue to import for¬ 
eign players at the expense of British tal¬ 
ent? 

It was interesting that after I had writ¬ 
ten my piece last week eulogising the 
rise of Steven Caulker through the ranks 
of our football league system which 
started with a season's loan at Huish 
Park, I read a piece in the'Mail on Sun¬ 
day'where legendary Italian goalkeeper 
and captain Gianluigi Buffon claimed the 
Premier League was responsible for the 
lack of English talent coming through its 
ranks. 

He claims that "the number of foreign¬ 
ers in the Premier League is stifling 
young English talent". 

To me he is stating the obvious, but the 
greed of the Premiership's top teams 
supported by Sky have seen a sharp de¬ 
mise in the number of young, talented 
British footballers who have been re¬ 
jected to make way for the overpaid 


overseas stars. 

League One and League Two, in the 
days before Premiership football the old 
Division 3 and 4, were traditionally 
breeding grounds for the next genera¬ 
tion of players to ply their trade. 

These days many of these'feeder'clubs 
have overseas players on their books, 
which means the possibility of talented 
home grown youngsters are never given 
the opportunity to develop and bloom 
and are dumped before they had the 
chance to show their full potential. 

With money sloshing around from Sky 
and sponsorship, the Premiership clubs 
can go head-to-head with each other to 
pay obscene amounts of money for for¬ 
eign imports. 

Wages of £200k a week makes a com¬ 
plete farce of the reality of the situation 
at the moment where the majority of the 
country is struggling with tightening 
economic restraints. 

Surely this is not good for British foot¬ 
ball or indeed spectators? 

In order to pay these massive wages, 
clubs have to increase ticket prices mak¬ 
ing it harder for the man in the street to 


afford to watch. 

It must cost a father over £200 to take 
his two children to a Premiership game 
once you have added in the cost of trav¬ 
elling and meals; who can afford that on 
a regular basis? 

From a footballing perspective, it al¬ 
lows foreign players the chance to play 
in what is currently regarded as the best 
league in the world, honing their skills 
for when they meet England in interna¬ 
tional competitions. 

How many players from other Euro¬ 
pean teams did we recognise who were 
playing in the Premiership? No wonder 
England don't excel, they don't have the 
pool of players to choose from. 

Television, which now dictates the 
game to the extent that the kick-off is 
delayed until the ads have finished, may 
have increased armchair viewing and 
brought the viewers a glimpse of players 
from around the globe, but it has killed 
the English national game. 

Why don't top English clubs look at 
using lower leagues clubs as feeders for 
them? 

It is much better for young players like 


Caulker to get experience playing in 
competitive football in front of a reason¬ 
able crowd each week, than playing in 
the reserves with a couple of first-team- 
ers making their way back off an injury 
in front of three men and a dog. 

As Buffon said:"The league in England 
is no longer faithful to what the national 
side need.The money means you can go 
out and buy anyone from all over Europe 
or the world. 

"With this footballing globalisation, it's 
very difficult. You struggle to have play¬ 
ers from your own country in the top 
league." 

New gloveman at Huish 

In the meantime Yeovil Town have 
signed Czech 'keeper Marek Stech on a 
two-year contract. 

The 22-year-old who was released by 
West Ham at the end of last season, 
spent five games on loan at Huish Park 
last October, and proved to be an instant 
hit with the fans. 

The signing rules out a return for Sam 
Walker the young Chelsea keeper who 
joined the Glovers on loan in January 
until the end of the season.

THE sides shared the points as Friday's 
match at the SWALEC stadium was com¬ 
pletely washed-out without a ball bowled.

THE result in Wales, which saw Somerset slip 
to third place in the Midlands/Wales/West 
table, placed extra emphasis on Sunday's 
trip to New Road and the match with the 
Worcestershire Royals which was to become 
a winner-takes-all clash. 

Skipper AlphonsoThomas maintained his 
fine run of form with the coin and inserted 
the hosts on what was to prove to be a slow 
pitch.

Although South-African newcomer Levi 
leads the way in the six-hitting stakes hav¬ 
ing already smashed 10 maximums in his 
five innings. 

Top wicket taker is slow left-armer Dock¬ 
rell who has claimed eight scalps although 
Gregory has been the most economical - 
conceding exactly a run a ball.
